Upon a tyme fn Andwarpe a falſe 
bade felowe came vnto a pʒeeſt, that 
ad his parſe hangepng at his gp2dell 
ftroutyngoute full of money, that be a 
littell befoze had reteiuid, and gentil⸗ 
Ip greatyng hym, ſaide; Good maiſter, 
Dur paryſhe pzeeſt badde me bye hym a 
palle (which is the vppermoſt veſtment 
that a pꝛeeit ſingeth maſſe in) if it wold 
leaſe pou to goe with me. wer much 
oundeto pon :fo2 our curate and pou 
be of one ſtature.

The pꝛeeſt bad ſtop the theefe 
the ſyller bad ſtop the pꝛeeſte, the poller 
bad holde the madde pꝛeeſte and tuerp 
man went he had bene mad iu dede, be⸗ 
cauſe he hadithe veſt ment on his backe. 
And ſo while one lected an other, the 
falſe poller eſcaped. 


COfÞapirius pꝛetextatus . rxf. 


Aulus Gellius reherſeth, howe the 
Senatours of Rome on a tyme helde a 
meat counſatle. Befozz whiche tyme 
the ſenatours childzen, called of theyz 
garmentes Puerp pꝛetextati, vſed to 
com in to p parlement houſe with their 
kathers. So at this tyme a chlide, called 
Papirius,caine in with his father, and 
herde the great counſaple, the whiche 
was ſtraite ly commaunded to bee kept 
ſecrete tyll it was decrcd, whan this 
chylde came home, * mother yr 
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him, what the counſaple was. Thy 
childe aunſwered, it oughte not to bee 
tolde. Nowe was his mother moze de⸗ 
ſtrous to knowe it than ſhe was bekoꝛe: 
wyerfo2e ſhe inquered moꝛe ſtrayght⸗ 
ly, ano moze violently . The childe 
bepna ſoze conſtreygned of his mother, 
ſhoꝛtly deaiſed a pzoper mery leaſpng. 
It is reaſoned in the parlimente bouſe 
(quath he) wh het of bothe Choulde bg 
moꝛe pzofitable foz the common welth, 
a man to haue two wiues. oz els a wo⸗ 
man tmo huſbandes, whan ſhe beards 
him fate ſo, hir mind was pacified, and 
footy with he went and tolde it to the 
other matrones. 

On the mazow a greatte comany of 
the moſte notable wines of Kome came 
to the pacliment houſe weeppng, and 
humbly pꝛaien that rather one woman 
choulde be maried vnto two men, than 
two women to one man. The Sena⸗ 
tours entring into the court what with 
the ſodayne aſſemblpng of the wpnes 
and of theyꝛ requeſt, were right ſoꝛe as 
ſfonted. Than the child Papirius ttode 
fooꝛth, and enfozmed the Senatours, 
howe his mother woldehave compelled 
him to viter the ſecrete counſaple - | 
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how he to tontente her mpnde,f-pgned 
that leaſpnge. Foꝛ which dede the Se⸗ 
natours ryght hyghly commended the 
childes fdelitye and wytte⸗ Ind foꝛche⸗ 
with they made a La we that no chiidg 
after that (ſane anely Papirtus) ſhould 
come into the Parlimente honſe with 
his kather And foz2 his greate pꝛu⸗ 
dence in that tender age, he had geuen 
to him to bis greate honoure, this ſur⸗ 
name, Pꝛetextatus. 
¶ Wberbp ye map ſe,that the high trea 
ſare ot man, and greateſt grace, reſteth 
in wel oꝛdꝛynge of the tonge. The meſt 
p2udent Nocte Heſfodus ſapeth: The

Chat tyme kyng Lowes cf Fraute 
theleaueth of that name, becauſe of the 
trouble that was in the realme, kepte 
him ſelle in Burgopne, he chaunced by 
occaſton of huntpng to come a 
ted with one Canon, a homelp houſe- 
bandeman, anda plapne meanyng fe- 
low. In whiche maner of men the 

| greatly delice them. To 
this mans houſe the kx. ige ofte rcſo2- 
ted from huntpnge. And with greatte 
pleafure ho would eate radiſſhe rootes

that he the nerte daye ſhoulde ſup with 
in the cytie, Wherkoze he was iopekull, 
as though the victozp from bheanen had 
been to him pzomiſed. and ſo appa- 
rapled his hoſte to aſſaulte the towne: 
in whiche aſſaulte he chaunced to bee 
taken in his lodgepng by bis enempes, 
and ſo bounden lyke a pꝛiſoner, they 
led him into their cytfe, Thus he moze 
diſceiued by hope, than by his dzeame, 
ſupped that nyght within the citie as 
a pꝛiſoner, and not as a conquerour as 
be pꝛeſumed in his minde.

CA penge gentylman in a citpe, that 
was beſpeged, rebuked the other, and 
called theym cowherdes, becauſe they 
woulde not yſſue oute, and fpghe with 
theyꝛ enemies.

wherfoze he rapt him on the pate with 
a Jauelpnge, (aipnge, A bhyzed thee ta 
kygbte agapnſte Alexander, and not to 
crake and pꝛate. 

Other while (fapeth Quintus cur- 
tius) the conetouſneſſe of glozp, and 
the inſaciable deſire of fame, cauſeth, 
that we thynke nothyng over muche oz 
over hard. But Saluſt ſapeth: Befoꝛe a 
manne enferp:iſe any fcate, he oughte 
kyꝛſt tocounſaple, and after to goe in 
bande there with , not headlyng noz 
llowlp. 4

¶ A Phyſicion called Eumonus, tolde 
a ſi ke manne that laye in great payne 
that he coulde not ſcape, but he muſte 
needes dye of that dyſeaſe Thys ſycke 
man wythin a whple after, not by the 
Pbyſicions bealpe , but by che wpll of 
Bod, gueryſhed and was hole of hys 
dyſeaſe:howe be it he was verpelowe, 
and bare bzoughte . And as he walked 
fooꝛth on a dap, he mette the ſame php- 
ſicyon , whyche doubtynge whether it 
were the ſame ſicke manne oꝛ not, ſayd 
Arte not thou Balus: pes truelye quot 
he. Arte thou alpue oꝛ deade, ſapde the 
pbpſicyon : J am deade quoth he, what 
doeſt thou here than, ſapde the ÞPhyſt- 
cyon 2 Becauſe (quoth he) that J haue 
experience of many thynges, Cod hath 
commcunded me that J ſhoulde come, 
and take vp all the phyſicyons that J 
tan get to hym. Whyche ſaping made 
Eumonus as pale as alſhes foz feare. 
D | Than 
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han Gaius ſayde to hym: Dꝛede thou 
not Eumonus though J ſapde al phyſi⸗ 
cyons, Fo2 there is noo man that hath 
wyr; that wyl take thee foz one. 


Of Socrates and hys ſcoldyng wife. xlix 
CE Laertius wꝛyteth that the wpfe man 


Socrates had a curſed ſcoldynge wyke, 
called Xantippe, the whpche ona dape 


After ſhe had all ts chyd hym, powꝛed a 


pyſſe potte on hys head He takynge all 
pacyentlpe fayde: Dpd not J tell pou 


that whan J hard Fantippe thunder ſa 


faſte .that it would rayne ſhoꝛtlp after. 

Whereby pe mape ſe that the wyſer 
a man is, the moꝛe pacpente he take it 
Che wyſe iPocte Upꝛgill ſapeth: All foꝛ⸗ 
tune by ſufferaunce muſt be overcome. 


Ok the phiſicvon that bare hys peyentte 
on hande he had eaten an aſle .l. 


¶ a phiſicpon, whyche had butte ſmall 
learnpnge. vſed, whan he came to vyſite 
bys pacpentcs, tatouche the pi co. and 
yk any appapzed, he wold lay the blame 
on tie pacvent, and beare hym on hand 
that he dpd eate fpgges, e 
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other thynge that he foꝛhad: and bee⸗ 
cauſe the pacyentes other whyle confeſ- 
fed the ſame; thep thought he had been 
— rms man. Vys ſeruaunte 

ad greatte meruaple, howe he percet- 
ned that, and deſired hys maiſter to tell 
hym, whether he kue w it by touchyng 
of the pulſeo2 eis by ſome other hygher 
knowlage. Than ſayd hys mavſter: foꝛ 
the good ſeruſce that thou Haſte doone 
me, A wpl open to the this ſecrete point, 
whan I come into the pacpentes tham⸗ 
ber, J looke all about: and pf I ſpie in þ 
flooze ſhales, paripg of cheſe, ot aples, oʒ 
of prares, oꝛ any other ſcrappes, anone 
Itoniecte, that the pacpente hath eas 
ten therof. And ſo to thende J would be 
blamcles, I lay the faute on they; myſ⸗ 
diettpug. 

Not longe after the ſatne ſeruaunte 
toke on hym to pꝛactyſe phiſicke: which 
in lyke mancr blamed hys pacyente, 
and (apde, that thep kept not the dpcte, 
that hee gaue them:and hee bare theym 
on hande, that they eate ſome what, 
whcreof hee ſawe the ſcrappes in the 
floo2e. On a tyme he tame to a pooꝛe 
man of the countrep, and p2ompſcd to 
make hym hole, yl he woulde be gouer⸗ 
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ned after him:⁊ ſo gaue hym kodzinke, 
FJ wote not what, and wente hys way 
tyll on the mozow . Whan he came a 
gayne , he founde the man ſicker khan 
euer he was. The rude foole, not knv- 
wynge the cauſe, beheld here and there 
About: and whan he could ſee no ſtrap⸗ 
pes, noꝛ parynges, he was ſo2e. frou- 
bled in hys mynde So at laſt he eſpteo 
a ſaddel vnder the bed. Than ſayed he al 
a loude, that he had at length percefued, 
howe the ſicke man enpayzed 2 De hayh 
ſo exteſſiuely paſſed diete (quod he) that 
I wonder he is not dead. Dow ſo, quod 
they: waryl quod he) ye haue made him 
to eate an wholle aſle: Lo, where the 
ſaddell · lyeth vet vader the bed . Foz he 
thought the ſaddell had belefte of the 
alle, as bon: s are of fleaſhe. Foꝛ whiche 
koolſſchneſſe he was well laughed to 
ſcoꝛne and mocked. 

Thus as a good fapthfull phyficion 
is woozthy of great honour: fo2 truely 
ok hym dependeth the greatteſt varte of 
mans helch, ſo lpke wiſe a fooliſhe and 
an bnlerned.that thinketh tocure with 
wooꝛdes, that heought to do with her⸗ 
bes, is not onely wohꝛthy to be derided 
t mocked , but alſo to be ſharpely Fed; 
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Ged:foz nothyng is moze perillous.

C Here vnto Flozence dwelled an In⸗ 
holder, whoſe wpfe was not very dans 
gerous of hy: taple . Upon a or fue as 
thee was a bed wyth one of hyꝛ loucrs, 
there came an other to haue lpen wyth 
hyꝛ Whan ſhe heard hym come bp the 
ladder , ſhe mettehym, and bad hym go 
thence, foz ſhe had no tyme than fo ful- 
fill his pleaſure .

Four duckettes quoth the gentleman, 
Beat the lyghtlye henſe, quoth the mad 
man:foz yf my mayſter come and fpnde 
thec here: he wyll put thee info the gut- 
ter vp to the thzote. 

Thys tale toucheth ſuche ponge gen⸗ 
tylmen that dyſpende ouer much good 
on haukes houndes, and other tryfipng 
thpnges, and vayne fantaſyes. 


Of hym that ſayd he was not woꝛthy to 
open the gate to the kyng. liii. 


¶ ds a kunge of Englande hunted on 
a tyme in the countrey of Mente, he hapt 
to tome rydynge to a great gate: wher. 
by ſtoode a huſbandmau of the country 
too whome the Aynge ſapde : Good 
felowe put open the gate.

C Of mapſter Uanaſonr and 
Turpin þys man. lun. 


C Aayſter Aauaſoure ( ſometpme a 
Judge in Englande) hadde a ſeruaunt 
wyth hym called Turppn: whyche had 
doone hym ſerupce many ypeeres, wher- 
koꝛe he tame vnto his maiſter on a time 
and ſapd: Sy2 J haue done pou ſeruice 
longe, wherefoze J pꝛape pou gyne me 
ſom what to helpe me in myne old age. 
Turpypn (quoth he) thou ſapeſt cronth, 
and hereon J haue thonghte manpe a 
tyme,FJ wpll tell thee what thou ſhalte 
do. Now ſhoꝛtly J muſt rpde vp to La- 
don, and pfthou wylte beare my coſtes 
thyther:F wyll ſurelp geue thee ſuche a 
thynge that ſhall be woozthe'to thee an 
hundzed pounde , J am contente quoth 
Turppit .

C' bt hym that ſought his wyfe 
agapnlt the ſtreame. lv.
